liffany Blake, chief editorial writer 
of The Trtbnne. waa oaa of the most 
interesting witnesses. Mr. Blake tes- 
tiried that he hfid deliberately permit- 
ted ihe characterization of -Mr. Ford 
us an anarcliist bepause it seemed to 
him to sum np Mr Ford's aetMtlea. 
He testified at length, under cross-ex- 
amination, concerning the attitude 
which nis paper took in favor of war 
with Mexico but against war with Ger- 
many, and admitted that The Trllrane 
tad in mind the material benefits 
vbich would accrue to the United 
States In tha ovaat of intervention, 
and the fact that no such gains could 
be reaped from war with <2ermany. 

Ford WSa In the Way. 

During the course of liis testimony 
Mr. Blake characterised the utter- 
ances and the attitude of Mr. Ford aa 
"notorioua. " Ford counsel took the 
sund that Mr. Ford's position could 
not have been notorious to xaadara flC 
The Tribune because The Tribune nev- 
er referred to the alleged statements 
which it is now using as a means of 
justifying its attack. Its attitude to- 
warda Mr. Ford, eoiDMel attempted to 
show by questioning the witness, ^as 
based upon the fact that Just when it 
aaemad that the paper's long campaign 
tor war with Mexico was about to 
bear tmit, and troopa ware balag hnr- 
rieu to the border, it saddOBly tound 
Henry Ford in its way. 

Snbaiartae wartare. to the aatfaaa- 
Uon of The Tribune, the witness said, 
w^as never suflficient cause for war. Mr. 
Blalce admitted that the newspaper 
«li<4 not demand armed redress after 
the sinking of the Laaitania. and that 
when the President used the Sussex 
C£.se as a- test. The Tribune continued 
to declare that the anhmartaa iMao 
was no caaaa for war. 

An editorial from The Tribune was 
introduced and Ford counsel proceed- 
ed to read from it, "If we win in Ger- 
many, what do we win " — 

"Yes, what do we win," toterteetod 
the witness. 

"Blessed if WO kaow**— eoattoaad 
the editorial. 

"Yes. bleaaad If wa kaov,** hrofea to 
the witaeaa agaia. *>e laa^ ka«w to- 
day." 

"You stated," said Ford counsel, 
"that when the government finally de- 
cided on' Its position toiat you sup- 
ported it and stopped argument 
against war with Germany. Do you 
conaMor that when the President had 
presented an ultimatum and broken off 
diplomatic relations that you were 
supporting him and the nation by con- 
tinuing to tell the people that the 
PreaMent had no . ground tor war with 
Germany?" 

"Yes, because the submarine issue 
was not a good ground for war." 

"Well, when the President broaden- 
ed the issue by telling the country 
that vre must enter the war to malie 
the world safe for democracy, did you 
argue tor war oa, theao Inoadwr 
groi&ds?" 

"No, we did not." 

Overiooked Ford^ Offer. 

"Did you know, Mr. Blake, that Mr. 
Ford was the first person in the Unit- 
ed States to offer himself, his ability, 
his factories and all he had, to assist 
the government in the event of war 
—did yoa kiww that?" 

"No, I did not know that." 

"Your perusal ot The Tribune did 
not give you that inforaiatioa about 
Mr. Fordr* 

"No." 

R. R. McCormick, president of The 
Tribune company, and one of the edi- 
tora of the paper, was another wit 
ness. Mr. McCormick tostiOed that 
The Standard Oil and International 
Harvester interests, in which Tribune 
stocliholders have holdings, never in 
any way directed the policy ot the pa- 
per towards Mexico. His testimony 
also touched the matter of tolaries, 
whlclT The Tribune cut off 88 soon as 
men entered the servloe ot tha nation 
iu the great war. altluratfk U had con- 
tinued salaries when its employes 
were called to the border. The fact 
that the army pay had been doubled, 
that married^ men were discharged 
from the guard 'and that conscription 
had been put in force, caused the pa- 
per to change its policies, Mr. McCor- 
mick stated. 

E. G. Llebold. general secretary to 
Mr. Ford, and Edsel Ford, the presi- 
dent of the Ford Motor Company, were 
called to the witness stand by The 
Tribune late in the week. Mh Lielmld 
testified concerning a letter which ho 
had written in response to a commu- 
nication which sought to interest Mr. 
Ford in a devioa ^hidi would deal 
out death. ' .

by step we finally made it to the 
house. So the main joke was on 
me, I was awfully hungry and 
expected to get a lunch and there 
wasent a bite to eat to be seen. 

The house was closed, so we 
started back, and I thought it 
would be easy coming back so I 
started oat yery nearly in a run, 
and my partner told me to take 
it alow. He had been qp there 
iiefore and knew how it waa. 

Wa hadaat eonie ▼ary far an- 
ta llbefnn to feel the affeetaof 
it, and the farther, we eoma down 

the worse I got, and I began to 
think it was quite si trip Jbefore I 
got to the bottom. I never ^id 
think it was harder to come down 
hill before until I experienced 
that trip. This country will fool 
a person, any way, there is one 
strange thing about it. It looks 
like water is running up hill in 
lota of phMaa, and yon cfen aee a 
hmg waya fartliar hare than yoo 
can aaat t am twn mUea and a 
half from Om aioantaiM Mit 
only k)oks to be fehoot n lialf a 
mile. So that is th^ way a fellow 
gets fooled here. I am in sight 
of, most of the top of the Peak, 
from here, and any time I want 
to see snow, I just look up on the 
Peak, and there is lots of it, but 
It is no wonder. The height of 
it above sea level is, 14,000 and 
some feet, so you can't wonder 
about there beinir anew On it^all 
the time. Thejr lave anew 
storms up there nearly every- 
day and of course it can't melt 
We have ice water here all the 

(iiine witboat osiog ieeforitis- 



piped from the mountains all 
over the city. And it is so cold 
you can hardly drink it for it 
comee troni melting snow. We 
have warm daya. Iiere, bat it 
seta pretty chiOy ^t night, 
the biaasa off the aMontaina 
makaa it Una aleapii^ haf. 
It ia fnU high forma hara. bat 
I raatpfaity gaad« fikww pasipl< 
have to leave here on the ac 
count of it being so high, they 
can't sleep at night. Here in the 
city we are 6.000 and 30 some 
feet above sea level so you see 
we are pretty high, but the aii- 
is pure all the time and makes a 
a person feel good. I don't want 
tomake thia ceantry my home 
on the aeeoant of poo thhig and 
that is, it ia toe diy to nuke 
any thing OB a fton. And I know 
I don't want a faefeoiT Ufa. lor I 
have experienced it a little bit, 
and I like the farm life better 
I often think I shall come back to 
dear old Adair county to make it 
my home in the future if nothing 
happens, for I never have been 
satisfied since I left there. I think 
Adair county is the place for me 
for there are lots of good people 
and that ia what Ilika. WaU I 
nniatqaitthia .baforait*goaa in- 
tothe waste baakat. If anybody 
wiaheatowritotomal woold be 
gtad to haarfkom m eld friends^ 
I will ring off for thia thna wish 
ing all tha Adair eovaty paopla 
weU.
